THE  ARRANGEMENT  OF  THE  REPORT  FOLLOWS  THE  SAME  LINES  AS  IN 
PREVIOUS  YEARS.  MR.  FYFE,  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR,  HAS  PREPARED  THE 

19  Sections  of  the  report  on  Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area. 

STAT I  ST  I CS . 

A  SMALL  INCREASE  IN  THE  ESTIMATED  RESIDENT  POPULATION  KEEPS 
THE  FIGURE  IN  THE  NEIGHBOURHOOD  OF  27,000. 

The  birth  rate  and  death  rate  are  both  below  those  for  England 
and  Wales.  Both  rates  fell  in  this  District.  Most  deaths  were  from 

DISEASES  ASSOCIATED  WITH  OLDER  PERSONS.  THE  FIGURES  COMPARE  QUITE 

favourably  with  both  the  rest  of  Leicestershire  and  with  England  and 
Wales  as  a  whole.

IS  BEING  MADE  IN  CONNECTION  WITH  SUPPLIES  TO  BARTON  IN  THE  BEANS  AND

Progress  has  been  reported  in  Fenny  Drayton  and  Witherley 

WHERE,  FOR  DIFFERENT  REASONS,  THE  MATTER  IS  URGENT.  In  CONNECTION 
WITH  OTHER  SCHEMES  IT  IS  NOTED  THAT  THE  MINISTRY  REQUIRES  SPECIAL 
ARRANGEMENTS  TO  BE  MADE  FOR  THE  RECEPTION  OF  COW-SHED  WASTE.  THIS 
MEANS  THAT  NEGOTIATIONS  WITH  AFFECTED  FARMERS  MAY  SLOW  UP  COMPLETION 
OF  THE  SCHEME.

APPEARED  IN  LAST  YEAR'S  REPORT  MUST  BE  REPEATED.  ON  THE  OTHER 
HAND  IT  IS  REPORTED  THAT  MORE  CHILDREN  RECEIVED  PRIMARY 
IMMUNISATION  OR  BOOSTER  IMMUNISING  DOSES  AGAINST  THIS  DISEASE. 


It  should  be  noted  that  only  one  Public  Health  Inspector 

DEVOTES  THE  WHOLE  OF  HIS  TIME  TO  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTION  AND  THE 

Council  are  seeking  to  rectify  this  during  1959.
